Mr. Murphy will leave tomorrow for 
Bowie, where lie will officiate from Novemlter 14 
to November 20.

Witli tlic exception of the change of 
conditions in the Travers, all the other stakes will 
remain the same, including the added money values 
anil guarantees. The Futurity for 1921 will close 
January 3. 1919. and. as last year, will have a 
guaranteed value of J30.000.

PIMLICO RACING THRILLING 



Close and Hard Fought Finishes 
in Ail but Steeplechase Race. 



Flags Scores Sensational Victory 
Over Fastest Sprinters in 
the Country. 



Baltimore. Md., November 8. — The Reach Stable 
scored a double at Pimlico this afternoon when 
Ground-Swell defeated a hand of two-year-olds in 
a mile idling race and Flags annexed tlie An- 
napolis Handicap, a dash of three-quarters of a 
mile, which lie won by a nose from Jock Scot and 
incidentally equaled tlie track record for tlie dis- 
tance. Rack of Flags were a number of the ls-st 
sprinters that have gone to the |x>st at tlie meeting. 
Among them were Motor Cop. Lnrullitc. Hollister. 
Bulse ami Leochares. Flags’ race was a inoritoriou . 
Iierfonnanee. ns tlie speedy son of Wldsk Broom 11. 
closed a big gap and. joining Jock Scot in tlie final 
eighth, outgamed him at tlie end of a terrific drive, 
tlie outcome of which was in doubt until tin- final 
strides. Bulse was third, only a head behind Jock 
Scot. Motor Cop ran well, hut could never get up 
to the flying leaders. Luciillitc lost whatever 
chance he may have had liy a slow start. 

Tin* most interesting race of tlie entire meeting 
rewarded tlie big crowd that came to the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s picturesque course today. Thrilling 
and hard fought finishes featured every race hut 
tlie steeplechase. 

Aside from tile stirring finish between Flags and 
Jock Scot in the Annapolis Handicap, tlie windup of 
tlie long -distance race of tlie afternoon was the 
most s|H'ctacular. In this mile and a quarter race 
African Arrow. Wooiltrap and Backboard were the 
only starters and they finished in the order named, 
the winner haying but a head advantage over the 
second horse, which iu turn was but a neck in ad- 
vance of ltueklioard. It was a truly contested 
struggle every yard of the journey, and tin* specta- 
tors enjoyed it immensely. 

Tlie opener was taken liy Irish Isidy II.. a good- 
looking English -bred filly. Her winning margin 
was a head. George Clark, a first-time starter, 
finished second after a good race. 

Ground-Swell was driving to the limit to with- 
stand tlie fast dosing rush of Sailor iu the second 
race, with tlie favorite. Duchess Lace, right at his 
heels. 

Another nose victory came in the Chesapeake 
Purse, run as tlie fifth rare. Arrnli Go On winning 
with Lillian Shaw second, only a neck in front of 
Snbalidar. while tlie favorite. Star Spangled, fin- 
ished unplaced, never being prominent. 

Tlie day’s sport wound up with another sensa- 
tional finish. Serenest scoring over Air Man after 
a stubbornly contested stretch drive after racing 
King John. Polroma and Cobalt I .ass into defeat. 

G. Holmes purchased tlie plater Stuart Money 
from G. W. I .oft. Tlie latter claimed the horse 
from Hammond after lie was beaten tlie other day.

The “Duke of 
Toledo” registered his colors (purple, red Bur- 
gundy cross, gold tassel on cap) in July, 1916, and 
tlie first horse to liear the royal jacket was that 
same Roi de la Laude, which was destined to carry 
tliem to victory two years later, always under the 
niaiigaineiit of tlie Belgian s|M>rtsman, M. A. de 
Neuter.

COLOR SCHEME BADLY DISORGANIZED 

Freak of Nature Makes Lieut. Cochran's Weanlings 
Reverse of What They Should Be. 

New York. November 8 . — Though freaks are often 
found in the breeding of thoroughbreds, hereditary 
traits and colors usually dominate. There have 
been instances, however, where everything interned 
in a foal is entirely different from anticipations. 
As an illustration, at Lieut. Gifford Cochran’s 
Runnymeade Farm, Mt. Kiseo, X. Y., theYe are two 
weanlings whose colors belie their parentage to a 
marked degree. 

In the early days of this year Livonia foaled a 
filly by Ilis Majesty. A few days later Pretty 
Maiden foaled a colt by the same sire. Livonia is 
a chestnut mare, and Pretty. Maiden a brown. The 
natural deduction would be that tiie foals would re- 
semble their dams somewhat in color, hut the two 
youngsters an* just the opposite, as Livonia’s off- 
spring is a brown anil Pretty Maiden’s a chestnut. 

To look at the four as they roam around the pad- 
dock one immediately concludes that Lavonia if* tin 
dam of the chestnut youngster, as it resembles her 
absolutely in colon while Lavonia’s filly is a rep- 
lica of Pretty Maiden, being a beautiful brown 
with white markings. 

The colors and markings of the two foals* are 
absolutely the reverse to tradition. Mr. Evans, who 
has charge of the farm, is amused when the sug- 
gestion is made tiiat the two foals might have be- 
come confused in transit or a mistake made in the 
registration, but such is not the case. 

"It was as much of a surprise to me as anyone 
else to note the color of these two foals,” said lie. 
"I expected a chestnut from Livonia, though she 
gave us a black colt in The Finn, but I was more 
surprised to see a chestnut foal from Pretty Maiden, 
which is a decided brown, the same color as llis 
Majesty, the sire. 

ROWE IS MUCH INTERESTED. 

W. II. Rowe, who looks after the breeding inter- 
ests of Lieut. Cochran’s establishment, is much 
interested in these two foals owing to the freak in 
color. While lie can trace the color strains in Li- 
vonia. she having thrown the black horse. The Finn, 
by Ogden, and through the sire. His Majesty, a 
brown horse, he attributes the chestnut colt of 
Pretty Maiden’s oossibly to the latter’s associations 
with Livonia while in the paddocks. 

“These two mares are great pals,” says Mr. 
Rowe, "and fret considerably when separated. 
Rarely is one more than a few yards away from 
the other. In fact, they are inseparable, and if 
the one is absent for a few moments the other will 
cut up all sorts of capers and raise the dickens in 
the search for her pal. There really seems to tr- 
ail affinity of feeling between the two that may 
have caused the extraordinary likeness of Pretty 
Maiden’s colt to Livonia. There certainly is no 
recorded or ocular reason why the extraordinary 
similarity should exist. 

"This is not the first time that such results have 
occurred, but this is the one of most recent date 
and leads one to lielieve that there is something 
beyond the knowledge of science that enters into the 
proposition. The ordinary layman does not know the 
almost human interest between two old broodmares 
who have sworn to be ‘pals on the farm.’ They 
make as much of each other in their way as do 
human beings. Rarely do they stray from each 
other, and should one Is* led away for any purisise, 
the other follows so closely that it is work some- 
times to gets them apart, and the one left in the lot 
will stick ln-r head over the fence and almost 
squeal for lier pal to be brought back. 

“This case of reverse coloring of Livonia and 
Pretty Maiden and their foals is one of the most 
distinct that has ever been brought to my attention. 

I doubt if then* is a horseman in the country who 
would not swear that Pretty Maiden is the dam of 
the Livonia filly and the latter the dam of the' 
Pretty Maiden colt, the similarity of color being so 
marked. 

"I think Incut, (’ochran will Is* unusually inter- 
ested in the careers of these two foals and will note 
their dispositions minutely to see if they are of as 
great distinction as the similarity in colors, for if 
it is possible to create color by association, it might 
also be possible to imbue disposition to complete 
the job.”

Putting in Practice the Principle of Fish Coming 
to the Sportsman. 

In describing this method of pike fishing I have 
written almost entirely from the standpoint of fish- 
ing in a lake, but it can be followed with even 
greater advantage in a river, writes John Barlow in 
Outers’ Book. First get the approximate depth of 
the hole in which you intend to fish, then tie lue 
string on the line accordingly; anchor your boat 
near the head of the hole, then putting the float 
and bait into the water let both go down slowly 
with the current. Of course, you must pay out 
line all the time so that there will he no drag on 
the float; this is as fatal as “drag” in dry fly 
fishiug. The advantage of this method will be ap- 
parent to all who have spent much time pike fish- 
ing in n strenm. The first thing the pike sees is 
your bait, not the boat as in trolling. It is your 
boat being rowed up and down the river that 
scares the big fellow. He has watched your boat 
pass, perhaps for several seasons, and he knows 
from experience it means danger, consequently he 
follows the advice given in the early stages of the 
war about “keeping one’s mouth shut.” But let 
a good big frog or a lively kicking minnow go past 
his front door, without any bout appearing in the 
neighborhood and he will soon make things inter- 
esting. If the pike is not at home, you will most 
likely get that old bass by this trick, that you have 
been after for some years; he too, knows the 
danger of your boat, and lias gone into iiis concrete 
dugout as soon as ever lie lias seen it. However, 
let the bait float down naturally with the current, 
without any signs of the enemy, and see what will 
happen. 

BETTER METHOD THAN TROLLING. 

Tlie usual way to catch pike is to troll for them, 
either with live bait or a spoon of some kind. 

I often fish in this way when going from one part 
of the lake to another. I-sist summer I got sev- 
eral good pike trolling with a green ami yellow 
bait. However, this way of fishiug involves a 
great deal of rowing and sometimes one covers 
a surprising amount of ground without getting a 
strike. 

I have had my greatest success by anchoring and 
still- fishing for pike in much the same way as 
we fisli for bass. Tlie hook 1 generally use cor- 
responds to a number 4 Sprout and is snelled t.» a 
single gut. The leader is six feet, also of single 
gut. It is almost unnecessary to say that the gut 
must he like Caesar’s wife — above suspicion. A 
pike weighing seven or eight pounds will soon show 
where the leader is flat or frayed. I use an enam- | 
tied silk line at least 130 feet long and a good 
split bamboo rod. a steel rod will do just as well. 
The rod. of whatever kind, must lie strong without 
being stiff; a stiff rod will pull the hook out of 
the mouth of almost any kind of fish; as a matter 
of experience this often explains the loss of the 
big one. In casting plug bait we lose almost fifty 
per cent of the strikes, and I am certain tlie stiff 
rod accounts for a gosl deal of the loss. 

I measure the depth of water in which I am 
going lo fish; supttose it is forty feet, I then meas- 
ure alsuit thirty -five feet up tlie line, including the 
leader, and here I tie a piece of string or silk 
round the line. 

TOOLS FOR THE WORK ON HAND. 

Then I take a cork float, weighing about an ounce 
or a little more, tlie kind used in sea fishing, witli 
a hole through tlie quill in the center. 1 put the 
float onto the line, passing the line through the 
hob' iii the float in the usual way; then tie the 
leader to the line. 1 put six split shot on the 
leailer. about four inches apart. Then I get a live 
minnow— the more alive tlie better — hook it through 
the back just in front of the dorsal fin, and throw- 
ing the bait into tin* water, I allow tlie line to pass 
through the float until it comes to the knot, which 
is thirty-five feet away from tlie bait. Then I 
backwater the boat eighty or ninety feet toward 
tiie shore, and if possible over some rocks. Here 1 
anchor and liegin fishing for bass, at the same time 
keeping ail eye on the float, waiting for something 
to turn up, like one of Dickens’ famous characters. 
If tlie water near tlie float is not disturbed by some 
one rowing over it, in ton or fifteen minutes I often 
get a bite; the float disappears. I > always give the 
pike plenty of time with the bait, three or even five 
minutes if the bait is large, so that he can get 
it well into his mouth, for he has to lie caught and 
played with a single hook, consequently one must 
get a good hold. By all means raise the anchor of 
your boat before you strike the fish, then you are 
able to take him out into deep water, or to follow 
him if lie makes up his mind to go to the other side 
of the lake. Moving away from the rooks, where 
yon have lieen anchored fishing f„ r bass, will also 
prevent tlie line from becoming entangled in I lie 
stones when playing tin - fish. (Jet into deep water 
as soon as you can whenever you hook a big fish. 

SINKERS. FLOATS AND BAIT TO USE. 

This method of fishing is not complicated, though 
m.v description »f it may suggest that it is; on*' 
thing is certain, it gets tlie piko and other big 
fish as well, at least that is my experience. Now 

u word as to tlie rcasou lor some of the things 



that have to be done. Tlie split shot on the lender 
makes it certain that tlie bait will have to go 
down thirty-five feet, and stay at that depth. 
Having the shot spread out in the way in which I 
have suggested makes it easy for the bait to swim 
round; a minnow can easily carry two or three 
split shot, lint an ounce sinker would soon kill it; 
anyhow the bait conld not move about so freely 
with a solid weight like that. The float prevents 
the minnow from going down to tlie bottom and 
hiding among the rocks or weeds— a thing that 
generally happens when one is anchored and nsing 
live bait. Six split shot are sufficient to keep the 
bait down, and also to counteract the buoyancy of 
the float, so that a small fish can easily take it 
under. The knot on the line keeps the bait at the 
right depth, for it stops the line going through the 
float at the place where it is tied. It is letter to 
tie a piece of silk of string round the line than to 
knot the line itself; that has a tendency to break 
the enamel, and further, the silk winds easily 
through the guides when reeling the fish in. When 
this is being done the float naturally slips down the 
line to the leader knot, which is only six feet away 
from the fislfc making the netting of the fish an 
easy matter even when alone in the boat. 

A frog or any other kind of live bait can Ik* used 
in this way. First find out where the pike are in 
the lake, then proceed as I have suggest*-*!. Some 
may have doubts about the single gut leader being 
strong enough, lint I can only say I have never lost 
a pike through the leader breaking. I make my own 
leaders and find this more satisfactory and eheaiter 
than buying them ready made. I have tried wire 
| and gimp for leaders, but have not had much suc- 
cess with ei tiler. 

GUT LEADERS ARE MOST EFFECTIVE. 

When one is trolling for pike it is a different 
matter, then a wire or gimp leader is necessary, 
for the fish lias not much opi*ort»nity to see the 
leader. It is moving through the water all the 
time, consequently it can lie thick and strong, but 
when you are anchored and tlie leader is |*erfwtly 
still, stretched down in the water, the more in- 
visible it is the better. Having tried all three — 
wire, gimp and gut — I prefer the gut, because I 
have caught more fish when using it. 

Neither have I found that pike bite the gut 
through; when anything like this happens it is 
<lm* as uiueh to the fisherman as to the fish. 4>f 
course if one attempts to pull the fish in by main 
force many things may happen. It is well to re- 
member tiiat a five pcuiul fish cannot be yanked 
into a boat as though it were a minnow. When tin- 
gut is cut it is generally because it has ln-en see- 
sawed across the jaw of the fish in pulling him in. 
not that the fish has bitten it through. When a 
fish is hooked he keeps his mouth open all tlm time 
trying to get riil of the bait ; tlie severed snell 
is due to the way in which the fish is handled, 
lu trolling, a gut leailer or any other kind of leader 
can Ih- bitten off as (dean as though it were cut 
with a razor, but under these circumstances the 
pike striki-s savagely at the. bait: he ims to catch 
it because it is moving away all the tint*-. In 
still-fishing the bait is at rest and the pike 
can take it leisurely as a matter of fact that is 
how In- does take it. Y'ou will see the float 
Ixibhing up anil down violently several times before 
it finally disappears. 

1-ike are shy fish anil the farther tin- l**at can l>e 
kept away from the bait the better. Anything that 
renders the connection between the In it ami tin- line 
indistinct is ail advantage. In trying this method 
of fishing one finds it worth while to have tin- line 
greased; this will make tin- line stay oil tie- top 
of the water la-tween tin- float ami tlie roil, other- 
wise it will sink to the bottom and may get fouled 
among the stones. The best line grease I know 
is a tula- of lanoline, which may be bought at any 
drug store. The “best English deer fat” is mostly 
good American mutton fat. and this is what lano- 
line is chiefly made of. I have used this for many 
years and find it keeps the line soft without in- 
juring tlie enamel. ' -

Brutal Treatment the Rule in 
an Immense Camp at Ruhle- 
ben Race Course. 



At the moment win'll the enemies «>f mankind 
ari- whining for mercy it may la? appropriate to 
put on record the feelings and exis-rieiices of a 
Briton who, after three and a half years as a 
l*ri'oner in Germany, has just returned to this 
country. A more inoffensive, cheery, high-spirited 
little fellow than C. Hamshaw, the jockey, never 
left these shores when in March. 1914. lie accepted 
a retainer to ride lightweights for Karon Alfred 
OpiM'nhcini in Germany, this being the second 
biggest stable In that country. The Imperial Stud 
at Gradilc has always lieen the biggest — not be- 
cause the horses op their merits have ts*cn the best, 
but for the excellent reason that, by the kaiser’s 
decree, the condition of all the leading weight-for- 
age races have been so framed that the. imperial 
horses have had an overwhelming advantage. It 
would not have looked well in the twentieth cen- 
tury. the kaiser seemed to think, to chop off the 
head of any owner whose horse hud had the inso* 
lenee to beat a horse Itelonging to the Imperial 
Stud. so. on the principle that there are more ways 
of killing a pig than choking him wilh butter, the 
simple method of controlling the conditions of the 
ra«-es was employed. 

llamshaw was originally apprenticed to I*. Peek 
and rode many good winners for Lord Ibirliam 
la-fore his indentures were transferred to the late 
J. F. lialliek. and he continued to la* successful. 
Among other owners for whom he rode winners were 
lord Villiers now Ixird Jersey. Subsequently 
ILm-diaw iH'Came attached to Randall's Stable 
when the latter temporarily relinquished his riding 
license to take up training, and it was at the age 
of twenty-one. when his weight was ninety-four 
I am nds. and with a brilliant riding career before 
him. that in an ill-fated moment he accepted this 
retainer to ride in Germany. After this preface 
llamsliaw shall s|ieak in his owii words. 

FIRST EXPERIENCES WERE, ROSY. 

"I reached Germany in March. 1914. Tilings went 
satisfactorily and 1 was happy. 1 got on well witli 
Karon (IpiH'iihcim and would have trusted him ns 
1 would trust my own brother. 1 was living with 
his trainer, Mct’reery. an America^, and got on 
well with him too. Most of the horses were at the 
top of the handicaps, because they had done well 
and had carried the weight, so there was not much 
chi mi' fur me, as 1 was only the second jockey, 
and Archibald, the American, rode the heavyweights. 
Kill I rode some winners, and as the spring passed 
by August was coming on. when two-ycar-ohls can 
run. and we hail a band of useful youugsters which 
1 was to ride, so I was looking forward to a fine 
time. Then at the end of July war was declared 
between Germany and Russia. There was a certain 
amount of excitement in Germany, lint we jockeys 
thought notiiing of it. We never dreamed it would 
affect us. On July 23. while I was riding morning 
exercise at Hop|iegartcii. I heard that Jack Watts 
hud left. He was training for llie Gruditz Stud. 
I thought, hullo! and it made me doubtful. I de- 
cided if it was good enough for Watts to go I 
would go too. I did not say anything to anybody. 
Imt went hack to the stable*, changed my clothes, 
packet! a suitcase and got together the things 1 
wanted to take to England, leaving iny trunk and 
tin* big things, then went down to lunch. Mct’reery 
said: ‘What have you changed for? Aren't you going 
to rule out in the second hand?* I said I was going 
away for a few days. At the finish I said I had 
is'.'ird Watts iiad left for England, and I was going 
hack to England too. They saiil there was no fear 
of England coming into the war. that Watts had 
not gone to England, but only to Kaden-Kadeii 
for tiie races which were coining on, and that in 
any ease, if the worst came to the worst, all 
Englishmen would Is* given twenty-four Ilnurs' notice 
a ml if they wished to leave special trains would 
Im- placed at ttieir disposal. They talked me over 
and I did not go. I took m.v suitcase up to my bed- 
room again. If I iiad gone that day without sitting 
down to lunch I should have caught the last train 
for civilians which left Kerlin for Holland, but 
ihstead I ii:ul three and a half years of what no- 
ImmI.v can |Missihly describe. 

FOUND PRUSSIANS WERE FIENDISH. 

“Never as long as I have breath in my body will 
I ever speak to a German again. If a German was 
lying in Hades asking for a drink of water and 
it was in my jsiwer to give it to him I would not 
lift a. finger. No more would ahybody else who has 
I icon a prisoner of war in Germany. People call 
them linns and Roche* and names like that. There 
is oniy one tiling to call them, and that is Prussians. 
The word implies everything that is most loath- 
some. most filthy, most degrading, most vile, most 
revolting. Let these brutes lie known as Prussians 
throughout the ages. Don't try to find any other 
word. A Prussian stands for a liar, a whining car. 
n drunkard. It stands for all that is cruel. When 
armed and their prisoner is helpless they are brave 
enough . but they are skulking cowards when their 
own skin is in danger. 

“The horses for the next three montlrs continue!] 
to do work and I used to ride out witli them. 1 also 
went into Berlin sometimes. The people were much 
up agaiust the English, hut not against the Ameri- 
cans, and the jockeys going into Kerlin used to 
keep to the places where they were known. Jockeys, 
pcriiaiiK, iiad a lietter time than other English- 
!-l»eukiiig people lx -cause they had made friends, and 
sometimes iiad Ik-cii able to do others a good turn. 
Anyway, I myself kept to the recognized jockeys’ 
haunts. I went to get shaved one day and the 
barls-r. when he was half way through, asked me 
if I was u German. I said neiu. ‘An Austrian?’ 
.Vein. ‘An Itulian?’ Nein. *Ach. an American?’ 
.Vein. ‘Then what nationality are yon?’ ’I am 
English.’ 1 was not going to deny it. He finished 
shaving me, but did not ask any more questions, 
and when I left was as polite as anybody could 
lie. I went there again to be shaved. 

ARCHIBALD POPULAR IN GERMANY. 

"In the stables there was a German negro who 
tried to murder me, and nearly did it. He did not 
offer to fight, like an Englishman would, though 
he weighed 155 pounds and I was 94 pounds heavy, 
hut waylaid me and eaiue up behind and threw me 
down and got his fingers round my throat, with hi* 
thumbs stickiug in, and I would have been throttled 
in another few seconds, but «ome of .the other lads 
happened t*» come along and pulled him off. I 



was bleeding from the ears and nose ami eyes, aud 
*•* in bed f..r a week. McCreery tried t>» dif-cHarae 

this negro, hut it ap|ieared tlo-rc was a clause in 
his agreement that nobody but Karon Oppcnhetm 
could discharge him. 

•’The night before Archibald i,.ft for America lie 
gave a dinner to tlie jockeys at the Hotel Bristol. 
There were fifteen i*f U s, and it was a cheery eve- 
ning. Tlie table was decorated with American 
flags, and at tlie next table, oik- of the big German 
princes was also giving a party. America at that 
time was in high favor in Germany, and as a mat- 
ter of fact Archibald was well known to all the 
officers who were habitues at the Bristol. 

“When Archibald left Germany 1 decided to write 
to Baron Opt*enlieim asking if he would use his in- 
fluence to obtain a passport for me to return to 
England, pointing out that my weight was 94 
pounds, and 1 should not bo eligible for tin- British 
army. He Iiad always been so kind to ine that 1 
thought lie would do this. He was not only an iu- 
infliientlal man in financial affairs, hut liehl .high 
rank as an officer in tlie army, so' he 'only Iiad to 
sign liis inline tq enable me* to leave the country. 
Also he knew that it was solely through him that 
1 was in Germany at all. Whn't do you think liap- 
IM-iied? Karon Oppenkeim did not reply to me at 
his staldes. apparently knowing, what I had no 
notion of myself, that I was to la? interned. He 
addressed his reply .to me at the cainp at Ruh- 
lehen. It was on a postcard, and was in German, 
though he had always written to me and spoken 
before in English, as he knew I did not know Ger- 
man very well. 

BARON OPPENHEIM’S* "HUMANITY.” 

“This is what Karon Oppenheim. the great finan- 
cier. the soldier, the sportsman, the mail who had 
taken me to Germany wrote: 

“ ’Jockey llamsliaw — I can do notiiing to assist 
you. Why should I? All the English jockeys are 
interned. Why should you lie an exception? My 
advice to you is to write to Sir Edward Grey for 
aid. since it is he who lias placed you in your 
present position. OPPENHEIM.’ 

“He did not say a word about the money he owed 
me. ami which he. owes me to this day. I got that 
postcard when I arrived at Kuhlehen; hut I am 
going on ton fast, so I must try back a bit. and 
describe my arrest. Then I will try to tell you 
something of the three and a half years I spent 
as a prisoner of wai- in the internment camp. 

"On November l’>, 1914, I was upstairs, changing 
my clothes after riding exercise, when McCreery’s 
daughter called out that there was someone wanting 
to see me. I answered that I would lie down in a 
few minutes. She said I must come immediately, 
because it was a policeman. I put on a dressing 
gown and went down. He was a big fellow. He 
said: ‘You are Hamshaw?’ ‘Yes.’ ‘Cuthbert 

Hamshaw?* ‘Y'es.’ ‘Y'ou must come with me to 
the si-lioolhonse.’ I asked why I must go with him 
to the sehoolhouse. He replied it was a matter of 
formality; I should, be back jn an hour. 1 went 
upstairs and finished dressing, and went with him. 
I saw hundreds of jieople making from all roads to 
the sehoolhouse, each one separately escorted h.v a 
big German politymiau. -Everybody was carrying a 
bag or a rug or something of that sort. I myself 
had nothing-. It laid never entered into my mind 
to bring .anything. I askod why these people wen- 
carrying hags and - rugs. My, ]Kdieeinan reia-ated 
that ' the taking "tif the English civilians to the 
sriiiMtlhouse was a formality, that we would all he 
dismissed when our names had been verified. Di- 
rectly we got inside the doors he laughed, and said 
We were under arresti-niid would la- unable to leave. 
Tlie Germans are hypocrites and deceitful aud liars 
all the way through. When I found tills was trite, 
that tve were to. lie sent to. an internment camp, 
I got hold of one of . the . German soldiers and asked 
Dim to telephone to m.v i-ihiiiis for some blankets and 
other tilings, and tin- si- arrived. We remained in 
the selMsdrooni t ill six o’clock that evening and were 
then sent to Riiliteben. and I was at Ruhleben for 
three years and a half. - 

PRISONERS AT RUHLEBEN COURSE. 

“Ruhleben is the Berlin trotting traek. It, is 
pronounced Rnlayhen. with tlie accent on, tlie second 
syllable. It must not lie confused with the two 
Berlin race courses. Hoppogarteu and Karlsln>st.i 
Tlie journey to l(tihlelM>n showed more than any- 
thing else could tlie loathsomeness of the German 
people. We were civilians, never had fought, and 
never co.uld fight, and I myself was only a feather- 
weight. tint they were spitting in our faces all the 
way. and only a nation of degenerates could have 
known the meaning of the lnngunge they used. 
These were not soldiers, hut the German people 
themselves. 

“Tlie sleeping quarters of the eanip at Buhlebeii 
were the horse boxes surrounding tlie trotting track. 
They were a big range of stabling, because they 
iiad not only lieen used by the trotters during tlie 
race meetings, hut by them permanently. Si* 
prisoners were allocated to each box. We were 
put in indiscriminately — professors, jockeys. booG 
blacks, musicians, actors, shopkeepers, schoolmas- 
ters. tradesmen, the scum of the streets, and the 
most intellectual men in Berlin. This was at the 
commencement. Liter things settled down. The 
first tiling we were ordered to do was to clean out 
the boxes. This was nothing to a jockey, but I 
found myself working side by side with a professor 
of languages. We slept in rows on the ground. 
One blanket each was given us. 

“The food consisted for breakfast of black coffee, 
very bitter, made of acorns, with no milk or sugar. 
For dinner on five days of the week there was 
either fish soup (ir barley soup. On the other two 
days there were potatoes. It was called soup, but 
it was uneatable. In the evening there was more 
black coffee. We used to read in the papers about 
how the German prisoners in England were fed. 
Y'es. we got tlie papers, hut I will tell you about 
that later. We only wished the British government, 
who were making such a fuss over the German 
prisoners, could themselves have come and spent 
si couple of days as English prisoners of war at 
Ruhleben. If it had not lieen for the parcels jje 
got not a soul would have come out alive. These 
came through regularly, and though we used to 
think some were stolen I think this could oniy 
apply to few. ‘Wo were certainly grateful for this. 
And it also applies to the letters. Nearly all 
reached us. though chunks and chunks were cut out 
by the censors. The German sentries and guards 
to the comp had plenty of food during the first 
eighteen months, an d fowl of good quality, but 
afterward they were treated shamefully by their 
own government and were kept almost starving, the 
German government seeming to think they could live 
by wiiat they begged from the prisoners’ parcels. 
They made no bones about begging, and the poor 
hungry devils used to fight among themselves over 
the swill tubs of the prisoners, and any bit of 
moldy crust they would seize and devour. 

REGULATIONS OF PRISON CAMP. 

“It was the first year and half which was the 
worst. After that we gradually seemed- to settle 
down and looked upon the life as a permanency and 
set to work to organize things. Naturally, from the 
first we had games, cricket, football, golf anil

Quits Under Punishment. 



“The German will quit,” writes Joe Wright, Un- 
popular* (’aiiiidian oarsinna. who for tlie past three 
seasons has coached the crews of the University 
of- Pennsylvania; “he always quits when he finds 
he's up against it, when he’s confronted with the 
option of himself taking punishment or throwing up 
his hands. The German is a ‘katiiarail’ performer. 
He won’t stick and lie punished like the Britisher. 
Nobody will ever find the German winning the 
last battle unless it’s likewise the first laittle or 
lie’s won them all. When lie’s held he’s through. 
He lias no ennie-haek in liis psychology. 

* ‘No. continued the celebrated oarsman. “I’m 
not a war ex)a-rt or a war prophet. I don’t pre- 
sume to speculate on the military situation or its 
strategy. But I know the German. I have studied 
him in sport. Germany holds no nthlettic cham- 
pionships. nor do its lads atid men figure in ath- 
letic achievements that call for supreme stamina 
and soul. He has not the big, courageous heart of 
tlie Anglo-Saxon, tlie heart that will ‘stay’ Under 
punishment, that will hang on. that will eventually 
win from behind.' 

“Give the German all the advantage or let him 
think he has it. start Dim out in front, and he will 
go like all possessed. He will show no mercy to 
his less fortunate competitors. But once he’s up 
against it, or thinks lie is. and has to fight even 
with those gritty bulldog fellows who hang on that 
Britain, turns out, he’s through, make no mistake 
about, it. 

“It. has been demonstrated in scores of athletic 
coni|M>tituins. 1 have seen it again and again. 
The most outstanding instance which comes to my 
memory at the moment occurred at the English 
Henley In 1913. when a German four rowed for 
the Steward Challenge Cup. The Teuton crew were 
great, large fellows, fine specimens of physical size 
and perfection, averaging over 190 pounds in weight 
and seemingly strong as oxen. They won the first 
two heats they rowed. They got in front at the 
start aud continued at top speed, going away off 
ahead and beating their competitors as far as they 
could. Then they met the New College crew, 
stroked hy, Bourne, .the famous Cambridge oarsman, 
light in weight hut strong on pluck. Bourne had 
a light crew; so light, in fact, that the contrast 
with their husky German opponents was most 
marked. But tlie New Collegians didn’t know what 
the word ‘quit’, meant. 

“The big Germans,' as usual, broke ahead at the 
start and im-rease.l their lead to a full length or. 
more in the first fifty yards of tlie course. But 
they got no farther away from the Britishers. 
Bourne and liis lightweights could not he shaken 
off. For more than half the distance the Britishers 
rowed* h seemingly *~ hopeie&if race." But' the.i liaug 
on. neither gaining nor losiug. This fact discon- 
certed the Germans, and during the last half of the 
race the pursuers began to' catch up. Inch hy inch 
they crept forward, and it" was when they were 
nearly even with their competitors — not whin they 
had overtaken and passed them — that tlie big Ger- 
man crew, to the amazement of the spectators, quit 
<-oid. The New College crew won, won a rare worth 
winning, h.v courage, grit and stick-to-itiveness, 
while their big German opponents threw tip thc.ir 
hands the moment they realized they were held. 
The German enjoys, inflicting punishment on others, 
but he’ll quit every time' before taking it himself. 
The kaniarad spirit was known on the -water courses 
anil the fields of sport even before our - splendid 
soldiers came -Across it on the battlefields of France 
and Flanders. 

“It’s a kind of national psychology.” concluded 
Mr. Wright, “and it I ms proved itself times without 
number. No Napoleon will ever have to declare that 
tlie German won the last battle of a hard and 
gruelling struggle. Sticking it under adverse cir- 
cumstances isn’t a Germ Sli job.”

boxing. There were at tiiat time 4.000 prisoners 
in the camp. There are now. I believe, aliout 2,500. 
YY e had already elected among ourselves a captain 
of tlie camp, the man chosen being Mr. Powell, tlie 
manager of a cinema theater in Berlin for many 
years before the war, who knew most of the Ber- 
lin people, and spoke German as well as he spoke 
English. He was afraid of nobody. He was popular 
in the eaiup and did an immense amount of good. 
If there was any general grievance it was taken 
to him, and he would interview the Germ air com- 
mander of the camp, and though the commander 
would probably say it could not be altered we saw 
a difference in a day or two. Each Iw* appointed 
its own captain, too, and any trouble in the liox 
was referred to the captain. 

“The area of the camp was just the area of 
the trotting track with the stabling around it. I 
never set foot outside this area for three years and 
a half. The monotony was terrible. It all seemed 
so hopeless, so never-ending. Then you used to 
see people going insane. That was awful. They 
did not go suddenly mad, but gradually became ec- 
centric and used daily to get worse. For instance, 
we noticed one fellow running about six times round 
the traek every inoruing. YY'e thought notiiing of 
that; we thought he was trying to keep Ht. Then 
he began putting sweaters on and run till he ran 
jiimself to a standstill. Then a few days later he 
would bring out blankets and rugs and everything 
he could lay hands on and wrap himself up and go 
on running round the track. They soon had to take 
him to an asylum. It was chiefly, though, the 
prisoners who did not take outdoor exercise or pl ay 
games who became insane — the students and men 
who used to spend their time reading- If ^ had 
not been for ,tUe..«aines I am certain not a single 
jockey would have come out alive.” — London Sports- 
I man. 



Fleet nf wing Is the speedy green winged teal, 
the blue -.winged leal (tjiierquedul.-i iliscwrx) is even 
faster and one of tlie swiftest of our ducks, giving 
first place in tlie speed class only to the inm-h 
larger cunvasbaek. For. while it has been esti- 
mated the blue-winged teal can fly at a rate of 
from eight.v-two to ninety-eight miles an hour, the 
oanvashack is credited with being aide to attain 
a flight of from eighty-nine to ill miles an hour. 

Although a summer breeder within tlie confines 
of .Louisiana, the blue- winged teal does so only in 
small niinilM-rs when compared to the great flocks 
that come speeding through the state - twice a 
year on their migrations. It is the first of our 
winter visiting ducks to arrive in the fall and the 
last to go north in the spring and this fact is the 
reason for it being called Hurcelle aiitonniere and 
Sareelle print.-innierre hy our French-speaking gun- 
ners. meaning .“autumn and spring teal.” 

YY’liile the females greatly resemble each other 
and can Im- most easily told apart hy the hlne- 
eolored shoulder of the wings, the drakes are 
markedly different in plumage. The drake blue- 
winged teal has a lead -gray head with a purplish 
gloss, almost black on top. Tlje most distinguish- 
ing mark is the large white crescent in front of 
each eye. 

The blue -winged .teal is a duck of the fresh 
waters and almost wholly a surface feeder and 
grows sleek and fat after frequenting our marsh- 
lands where the wild millet and other shallow water 
plants abound. It is less able to endure the cold 
water the green-winged teal revels in and this 
accounts for it not being found in such numbers 
during the middle of winter as iu the late fall and 
spring. Although large hosts of them pour through 
the state on their way to Mexico and Central and 
South America, still many thousands of them re- 
main with us all through the season and are to he 
found in the hags that contain teal even during 
our coldest snaps. 

Due to its dislike for cold it does not have the 
Arctic range of the green-wing breeding from Cen- 
tral British Columbia, Great Slave Lakh and New- 
foundland south to central Oregon, northern Ne- 
vada. northern Mexico, central Missouri, southern 
Indiana, northern Ohio, western New York. Khode 
Island and Maine. It also breeds in Louisiana. Now 
Jersey and North Carolina. 

ATTENTION. HUNTERS ! 

The blue- winged is the duck par excellence as 
a shooting pro|M>sition. When it flies it does so 
at tremendous speed, and a scurrying flock as it 
sweeps from one poml or feeding ground to an- 
other. turning from side to side while in the air. 
first showing the light underparts. then the darker 
underparts, in fascinating unison, is a sight to be 
remembered. And the way they can spring from 
tlie water and into instant flight seems to belie 
the oft-niaile assertion that they are “naturally 
tame and unsuspicious birds.” 

Tlie humming rush of a flock of blue-wings over 
or by the blind is disconcerting to say the least. 
Express train speed is a snail’s pace in comparison. 
Tlie gunner must shoot and shoot fast when he is 
after these greased -lightning pygmies of the duck 
world. If you jump a teal your marksmanship is 
put to a severe test. The mallard, when aroused 
from feeding or resting, lets out a squawk and 
i-limhs straight up for fifteen or more feet before 
sth-iiglitening out, hut a ■ teal simply clears grass 
tops and goes winging his way across the marsh 
like a shot. If a crossing shot is made from a 
blind do not forget the old-time hunter’s adviec 
— “you can’t lead a blue -wing teal too far!” 

The third species of teal found in the state is a 
western duck known as the cinnamon teal (Quer- 
quednla eyanoptera) called by our local gunners a 
“silver teal.” hut it is not familiar to many. 
There are several curious facts com-erning the cin- 
namon teal. As far ns known it was first de- 
scribed from a specimen taken in the nineteenth 
century in tlie faraway Straits of Magellan, the 
extreme southern part of South America. Its first 
recorded appearance in the United States wns when 
a specimen was killed near tlie town of D|>edoiis.-is, 
La., in tlie year 1S49. 

The male lias head and neck chestnut, the should- 
ers of the wings are marked like the blue-winged 
teal, with cobalt blue, the siiecnliim is green and 
the feet orange instead of yellow. The female re- 
sembles the female blue-wing teal very much, bat 
has a longer bill. The Mississippi Itiver is its ex- 
treme limit and sometimes flocks of from one to 
two hundred have been seen near the Jump. — New 
Orleans Picayune.
